I spoke to Frank last week 
to get his opinion on the im- 
provement or otherwise that 
he may have seen in our game 
since he was last here — 1969, 
1970, 1972 and briefly for sev- 
eral weeks last year- 

His impressions are based 
on the NSW State League, on 
seeing the national team only 
once and most of the clubs only 
a couple of times. 

His impressions are inter- 
esting, as he understands and 
has worked in our part-time 
setup and can look at Austral- 
ian soccer a lot more object- 
ively, due to his absence of 
several years. 

Some Arok impressions :— 

The standard: The average 
standard of PSL teams is a lot 
higher than in the NSW State 
League of the early 70's. The 
teams are much fitter overall 
and the clubs themselves more 
“professional’’, 


At the same time there 
aren’t the classy teams today 
that there were then — Ha- 
Koah, APIA, St George and 


is fourth-class, 


so who wants to go: 


Yugal were teams that don't 
exist today. 

He feels any of these sides 
would win the PSL today — not 
easily, but they would 
certainly win it. 

In those days there were 
only four or five good teams, 
today there are 16 good teams 
in the PSL. 

The PSL clubs: Generally 
they don’t win many marks 
from Arok for their defensive 
attitude and feels that overail 
the games are not attractive 
and attacking enough to fill the 
terraces. 

He liked what he saw of 
Marconi and Adelaide City last 
year and this year rates South 
Melbourne as the best side — 
again based on seeing only a 
few PSL games due to his 
State League commitments. 

Of South Melbourne he 
States that the team is not just 
running but playing with style, 
system, method and under- 
Standing. 

He is likewise amazed at

That being the case the 
game cannot receive the boost 
it needs if it relies on mediocre 
talent from overseas. 

There are four ways the 
game can be improved here - 
three are short-term and the 
other is long-term. 

The first step should be to 
again allow ‘star’ imports to 
guest for clubs. 

We need the Fashanus, 
Johan Cruyffs, Beckenbauers 
and Maradonas to give the 
game colour and set new stan- 
dards for our own players - the 
blossoming Australian stars, 
not the fading imports. 

It does not matter that some 
clubs can get a short-term ad- 
vantage from star guests. 

It is up to the clubs to tempt 
the stars here and let it be a 
competitive situation like any 
other, with a limit on the 
number of guests a club can 
have in a season. 

We also need star coaches to 
come here, if not for a season 
then in the close to bring new 
knowledge and their vast ex- 
perience to our coaches who 
find it so ive and gener- 
ally difficult to make trips 
overseas. 


of Philips 
League and State league 
levels. 

We criticise our junior 
coaches for failing to coach 

our young players. 
Yet at age 15 our best young- 
Sters are close in standard to 
those overseas. 

The same cannot be said 
when they reach age 21-23. 

So what happened to their 
development through their 
teens and early 20's in our 
senisor clubs.? 

We need more star players 
and more star coaches - and 


we can afford them, at least 
for guest appearances, 

A third short-term measure 
to increase our playing stan- 
dard is to have players placed 
in employment which allows 
them to train each afternoon, 
or morning, instead of at night 
as at present. 

I do not believe we ever will 
get full-time professionalism 
in our soccer, but I do think we 
can get a modified version 
where players are placed in 
employment with club spon- 
sors, with the affiliated social 
club, and so on which allows 
them time off to train each 
working day. 

Take a typical squad at say, 
Marconi 

Some of the players could be 
placed in jobs with the Datsun 
sponsor, in the office or selling 
- whatever, depending on their 
talents. 

Others could work for the 
Marconi social club. 

Some of the players, such as 
Mark Jankovics would be self 
employed so they can organise 
their time to allow day-time 


training. 

Others could work for sym- 
pathetic employers like Umbe- 
ro, Rothmans, Philips and so 


on. 

It is possible for a squad of 
18 players to find such work 
which places a bigger empha- 
sis on soccer and a lesser em- 
phasis on career. 

From the player's point of 
view he still would be learning 
and developing a career, but 
his major preoccupation would 
be his soccer. 

Currently the emphasis is 
the other way around, with 
work taking precedence over 
soccer. 

St George general manager, 
Les Bordacs told me a year 
ago that St George was almost 
in a position to adopt such a 
player policy. 

If our Philips Leagues clubs 
could make this transition, the 
Standard of our game would 
improve 10 percent overnight. 

1 am quite sure this modi- 
fied from of professionalism 
will come eventually could we 
not accelerate its arrival? 

This is the type of thing I 
believe our marketing people 
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success and applauds the 
efforts of all concerned at Wol- 
longong to be able to build so 
well so quickly. 


Overall, the clubs are much 
more professional today than 
they were in the early sey- 
enties and he cites Newcastle 
KB for its completely profes- 
sional approach to every 
aspect of the game as the 
model all clubs should strive to 
femulate. 


' Grounds: They are vastly 
improved but although the 
playing fields have shown 
marked improvement, the 
more important training facil- 
ities needed prompt attention 
if the game is to progress: not 
just training grounds but train- 
ing aids for the coaches and 
players. Even Saints, with 
their new stadium, have poor 
training facilities.

Baltimore — outside the Baltimore Civic 
Centre on a mid-week winter night, the wind 
lashes West Baltimore Street like a whip. Indoor 
anything sounds like a good idea. In the build- 
ing’s lobby, serenaded by foudspeakered warn- 
ings on bottles and beverages, a quiet crowd 
files past a bright red maverick filled with fluor- 
escent orange soccer balls: A fot of kids with 
youth soccer jackets, a lot of parents in tow. 
They've come to see the limbo between the 
Majors and the Minors. 


Inside, behind the heavy curtain on the stage at the 
Hopkins Street end, a professional indoor soccer team 
loosens up before its official warm-ups, sneakered feet 
slapping orange soccer balls around in the dark. 

On the carpeted rink, two youth league indoor teams 
finish their game and file off. 

A signal is given — the Baltimore Blast queue up 
behind a yellow tunnel that leads from behind the 
curtain, down a ramp, out of the mouth of one plastic- 
netted goal and onto the playing surface. 

Suddenly, the crowd noise builds to a dull roar, then 
crests with an avalanche, thousands and thousands of 
voices. Hanging speakers bark out the opening bars of 
Weather Report’s ‘‘Birdland’’, the live version, and the 
soccer players pop out of their plastic tunnel to see 
maybe 2,000 passive fans punctuating acres of empty 
seats 

The crowd noise is on a record 

A quarter of an hour later, they run through the offi- 
cial intros, red-vested blasts popping out of the tunnel 
again — only this time the lights have gone out, the 
spots come up, the song is “I’m Coming Out’ and a 
large yellow soccer ball with human legs does a 
spasmodic jig atop a platform to accompanying fire- 
works 

No kidding! A dancing Ball! 

The effect is a little like watching a good friend make 
a fool of himself at a party 
But the cavernous Civic Centre has started to warm up 
and a comfortable crowd of 4,200 is caught in the 
carnival atmosphere. The lights go up to reveal $80,000 
worth of Civic Centre renovation: purple, yellow, red 
and orange. The players take their positions on a bright 
preen field. They look like gumballs in an outsized gum- 
ball machine. Let the game begin. 

A well-dressed woman in the complimentary seats 
leans towards her date, a scarfed gentleman with a 
scotch, served by waitresses filtering through the 
stands. ‘‘Its kind of undignified,”’ she says. “‘Isn’t it?”’ 

“I'd rather have a team with a .500 record and people 
in the stands than a winning team with no people,”’ says 
Leiwecke, ‘because you know which franchise is going 
to stick around at the of the season.”’ 

A young entrepreneur's dream, Tim Leiwecke’s last 
two years. Last year, he guarnteed the league's legiti- 
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macy by promoting St Louis into a 14,000-a-game 
franchise. He's doing it again, with 1,000 promotions in 
a year in the Baltimore area (that’s two or threea day) 
and three 9,000-plus crowds in the last week of January.

Sort of. It’s also a schoolyard sort of game that rubs 
the purist like fingernails on a blackboard. 

“It's professional. Maybe I’d feel otherwise if I 
played soccer. But from my standpoint it’s professional. 
I don’t let anyone around me think minor league. Pro 
football is the consummate professional league, and I'd 
never compare myself to that, but there’s 18,000, 19,000 
people in St Louis now who'll tell you indoor soccer’s the 
greatest thing they’ve ever seen.” 

On the upper level, the thick scent of marijuana seeps 
out of the mens room. Little kids kick a miniature 
orange soccer ball against the wall in the empty con- 
crete corridor. The echo of sporadic cheering filters 
down the tunner. 

The $3 seats at the Civic Centre are like the $3 seats 
anywhere. The strongest throats, the universal shouting 
fans for whom the game’s only part of the thing. 

From the upper seats, high above the bright green 
surface, ine Baltimore Blast and the Hartford Hellions 
look like little men in a table hockey game. You'd 
expect two large people, at either end, to be playing 
with the controls. When Baltimore scores first, the 
cheers in the $3 seats are the loudest. When they score 
again, less than a minute later on a kick that rolls along 
the hockey boards, hits the Hartford goalie’s hip and

Two questions need to be asked about our expatriate ‘Australian’ 
soccer stars if we are to soothe the national conscience, which tends to be 
troubled every time a Johnston, Caton or Votava appears. The firstis, are 
they ‘dinkum’ Aussies anyway? The second is, would they have reached 
the top had they stayed in Australia? 

The three players mentioned all were born overseas and spent only 
part of their childhood in Australia. We can't really blame them for play- 
ing for another country’s national team, therefore. Some newspaper 
reports don’t even refer to Johnston as an Australian; they call him a 
South African, and that is where he was born. Caton was born in England, 
while Votava, whose parents are Czechoslovakian, lived in Sydney as a 
teenager and then migrated with his parents, to West Germany. Their 
reason for leaving Australia was so that their son could pursue a profes- 
sional soccer career. His success must have been beyond even their ex- 
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bounces into the goal, an old usher in a dark green 
uniform holds up two fingers and grins 

The dancing ball is named Ed Cuthie. He's a 16-year- 
old high schoo! student. “It’s a living’* he says backsta- 
ge, after struggling to pull the giant yellow ball off his 
head. 

Halfway through the league's third season, Commis- 
sioner Earl Foreman voices few complaints. 

The former co-owner of the Philadelphia Eagles, Bal- 
timore Bullets and Virginia Squires, he is no stranger to 
strange leagues, the promotional arts or corporate in- 
roads. 

After all those false starts, he may have hit the vein. 
He has seen league attendances grow by 15 percent, to 
6,500 per game. He has an all-star game in Madison 
Square Garden. As his NASL counterpart stumbles 
through federal court injunctions and realignment, his 
stronger franchises grow stronger. In two years, six 
teams have become 12 teams and he plans expansion — 
not a desperate blitzkrieg — he’ll move when he can get 
the cities he wants. 

He has selective local television exposure, thanks, 
mostly, to Terry Leiwecke. Tim’s brother, the Director 
of Sportsview, the network that brings the games to 
most of the local markets. It's a regular Rooney family 
of indoor soccer. 

But Foreman is determined not. to repeat the NASL’s 
mistake of lunging for a network contract before he has 
a solid core of fans. He has time. His five-year plan is 
ahead of schedule. 

Less and less does he feel like the man at the helm of 
a Lacross league. 

“There's been talk of a game between our best and 
the NASL’s,”’ he says now. “I’m not sure I want to give 
the NASL a chance to share the spotlight. Of course, 
we'd win Our best team is the Arrows.”’ 

The flagship of the Major Indoor Soccer League 
(there is no minor) is the New York Arrows. They lead 
their division by double figures. the axiom for all 
leagues holds for this one: a strong New York franchise 
is a must. 

Halfway through the third quarter, the Hartford 
goalie lofts a three-quarter length pass to a forward, 
Tittle to Shofner, adding another ingredient — football 
— to this gumbo of a sport 

Moments later, though, the Blast scores again — No, 
5 — and Kool and The Gang’s “‘celebrate’’ rocks and 
echoes off the empty spaces. Tim Leiwecke has nothing 
if not the best sound system in indoor soccer. 


“That's one thing about this league,’’ he says, stand- 
ing now on the stage, surveying his dominion, ““You can 
think up weird things for promotions and go ahead and 
do them. Although I’m not sure they're ready for ‘I’m 
Coming Out.” 

“No question we're getting classier,’’ says goalie Sep 
Gattenhéimer in the postgame locker room, sprawled 
across from a tacked-up ‘“Baltimore Sun” clipping that 
reads ‘‘poor attendance could send Colts packing.”’ 

“It's all first-class. Phoenix is great, so’s Denver. 
Even Buffalo. San Francisco and Cleveland are a little 
shaky But we’re treated well. The fans enjoy it. I 
wouldn't play in the outdoor league now even if they 
asked."’ Not so with Neil Cohen, heading for Dallas at 
the end of this season ‘‘Got to try,"’ says Cohen, whose 
wife sings ‘God Bless America’ at each game. “If it 
doesn’t work, I make a beeline back here 

At the final buzzer, a Blast player Kicks the ball 
around the boards in the corner and a Hellion player 
chases it. The artificial carpet tears loose and the Hel- 
lion trips on the edge, like someone stumbling over a 
welcome mat. The Hellions are the runt of this litter, 
and tonight they’ve been beaten, 5-2. 

As soon as the carpet is cleared, though, an amateur 
game begins, men in their early 20s in an intrumural 
league. Some of the kids who played earlier stick around 
for the show. Wives and friends fill up a couple of rows. 

‘Did you know that 85,000 kids play soccer in the Bal- 
timore area?" says Tim Leiwecke, heading for some- 
thing called the VIP lounge. And still smiling. 


Leiwecke, at 24 the promotion savant, is everything 
Willie Loman wasn’t. Gray-flanneled pitchman, ' 
Burnam in blazer. Ex-ace life insurance salesman (they 
called him rookie of the year). Carter campaign man- 
ager in ‘76 in Missouri (he carried the State). The face 
of a 12th-grader just re-elected to the student council. 
You probably wouldn’t buy a used car from him, but it 
wouldn’t make any difference, because he’s just sold a 
model that’s half-Eldorado, half-Jeep to a city badly in 
need of a vehicle for professional sport 

Sitting at a plasticene-wood desk in a windowless red 
cinderblock office filled with more orange soccer balls, 
he faces a financial bath at the box office tonight — 
Hartford is this league’s flop team — But he still can’t 
keep the smile off his face. Something about orange 
soccer balls, heavy advance sales, good media atten- 
tion, an adoring office staff and a perfect conjunction of 
the promoter’s planets. It seems too easy. 


This brings me to the second question. Undoubtedly, all three players 
probably would have become good players had they stayed here. But, 
they would not have become as pood as they are now because there are 
not the same opportunities here for a player to develop as there are in 
certain overseas countries, Many local players who don't make the move 
overseas probably never reach their full potential. One only has to look at 
a player like John Kosmina who established his reputation here and then 


moved overseas. He failed to make the grade at the very top. This is not 


overseas. 


meant to denigrate Kosmina in any way. It simply confirms the notion 
that in order to get to the top, one has to spend one's formative years 


Another example which shows Australia to be an unfavourable environ- 


ment for developing soccer potential to the utmost is provided by Josef 


yard 


Venglos. He spent a number of years in Sydney as a coach but his voice 
was like a voice crying in the wilderness, He returned to his native 
Czechoslovakia and was assistant national team manager in 1976 when 
Czechoslovakia became European champions. He currently. is national 
team manager 

It all goes to show that, given the right conditions, the best tend to rise 
to the top. It is obvious that, at the moment, the conditions in Australia 
are not right. We are making progress but it will take a long time and a 
great deal of effort before we can produce world stars in our own back
